Mississippi River Is Up. 
St. Louis, Jan. 
31.—The 
govern­ 
ment w eather bureau at St. Louis has

Girardeau w'ould be bank full or flow­ 
ing over its banks within 
the 
next 
two days. 
The Lower Missouri river 
is falling, this bureau reported, and 
the rise of the Mississippi

The river stage at St.

night wras 30.9 feet, a rise of almost 
three feet since the day before, and 
the government bureau said a further 
rise of about 1.6 feet may be expected. 
At Cairo, 111., the Ohio and Missippi 
rivers passed the fifty-one-foot stage 
yesterday and the 
indications 
were 
the rivers would rise at least another 
foot 
within 
the 
next 
21 
hours. 
Thousands of acres of 
lowlands 
in 
the Cairo district are inundated and 
the farm ers from the 
lowlands 
are 
moving to Cairo. Although the rivers 
are not six feet above 
flood 
stage, 
Cairo’s new levee insures the city 
against damage unless the sixty-foot 
stage is passed. 
Kirkwood, Mo.; Jerseyville, Iii., and 
several smaller towns in this vicinity 
w'ere in darkness, their electric light 
plants having been flooded. 
The rise 
in the Mississippi 
caused 
Cahokia 
creek, near E ast St. Louis, 111., to re­ 
verse the direction of its current and 
thousands of acres of farm land be­ 
tween E ast St. Louis and Alton were 
inundated by the backw ater of this 
and other streams. 
Late last night three feet of w ater 
w'as running over the W abash tracks 
near Edwardsville, IU.,

trains

Some Woods in Tests Made. 
Forty-four counties out 
of 80 that 
reported had no negroes in the alms­ 
houses. Eight counties had 
only 2. 
For G4 of th 80 counties from which 
reports were received, 
only 
2G ne­ 
groes are being cared 
for 
in alms­ 
houses. In 80 per cent of the coun­ 
ties from which reports are received, 
2G negroes received almshouse care. 
It is intersting 
to 
note that of 31 
counties reporting, which are operat­ 
ing almshouses under the lease sys­ 
tem, 26 of these 
houses 
cared for 
only 7 negroes. 
Thirty-one counties 
cared for but IG. Of the total popula­ 
tion of 3,113, there were but 127 ne­ 
groes, 42 per cent. This is less than 
the ratio of negroes to whites in the 
general population of the state. 


Columbia, Mo., Jan. 31.—The fence 
post problem is becoming more seri­ 
ous each year, and the forestry de­ 
partment of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture has been testing various 
methods of 
meeting 
the 
situation. 
Probably the most successful plan, for 
the immediate future at least, will be 
to 
use 
home-grown 
woods, 
giving 
them such creosote or 
other 
treat­ 
ments as will increase their period of 
usefulness. 
A 
common 
and 
easy 
method of b a t i n g posts on the farm 
hasbeen charring the 
butts of the 
posts. 
Charcoal can not rot and a 
has been charring the butts of the 
post should furnish very good protec­ 
tion. 
In fact, however, this coat of 
charcoal cracks so badly that the lit­ 
tle fungus plants which cause decay 
are able to get through and shorten 
the life of the post. 
Charring, then ,will not enable the 
fence builder to use willow, cotton­ 
wood, sycamore or black oak, so he 
must replace them with the more ex­ 
pensive white 
cedar 
posts, 
costing 
from 25 to 35 cents apiece, or wit Ii 
the more durable mulberry, white oak. 
black locust, or hedge posts, which in 
many 
localities, 
are 
not 
plentiful 
enough to supply the demand fully. 
The more perishable woods sometimes 
used must be replaced every two oi 
three years, unless they can be pre­ 
served in some way. 
It is this defi­ 
ciency that the College of Agriculture 
hopen to enable fence builders to rem­ 
edy, by means of its experiments, bul 
with the failure of charring 
it 
has 
turned to the use of creosote. 
Charring failed to lengthen the life 
of willow, cottonwood, ironwood, hack­ 
berry 
or 
basswood 
sufficiently to 
make them satisfactory post materials 
and probably white walnut, hickory, 
white elm, sassafras and red bud are 
not helped much either, although tests 
with them have not 
continued 
long 
enough to give the final results. Char­ 
ring appeared to give much better re­ 
sults in case of black walnut, river 
birch, 
oaks, 
hedge, 
sugar 
maple, 
black locust, boney locust, Kentucky 
coffee tree, dogwood, black ash, catal­ 
pa. 
The sap wood of catalpa, hedge, 
black walnut and black locust was 
almost completely burned in charring 
and, since the heart wood of these 
species is much more duraole than 
the sap wood, but few kinds of wood 
are left which show any possible ben­ 
eficial effects from charring. 
Those who wish the benefits of the 
directions which the college is able 
to give as a result of the uncompleted 
tests of the use of creosote and other 
similar preservatives, should address 
the Department of Forestry, Columbia, 
Mo.

The U lster vol 
unteers, for all their vaunts of loy­ 
alty, have not shown much eagerness 
to go to the fighting lines.

front in a body. For the arm ed vol

f ICE-WATER TANK WILL KEEP CREAM SWEET I "EVENT BlSEASfc. 
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lce-Water Tank Lined W ith Galvanized Iron. 


{Prepared by the ignited States D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
One of the most common causes of 
poor quality of butter is the lack of 
mmediate, thorough cooling of the 
cream after separation. 
The United 
States departm ent of agriculture has 
made a careful investigation of con­ 
ditions existing on a large number of 
dairy farm s where first-class cream is 
produced, and the data obtained shows 
that, if properly cooled, cream of the 
hest grade can be produced with but 
little extra labor or expense. 
Dairymen in certain parts of New 
England are delivering practically all 
their product to the cream eries while 
sweet, although tho cream is often 
held on the farm from one to four 
days in sum m er and from one to seven 
days in winter. 
After it reaches the 
creamery it is pasteurized and shipped 
a distance of from GO to 300 miles, 
where it is sold in the form of sweet 
cream. These results are accomplished 
oy the liberal use of ice. nearly every 
farmer having stored large quantities 
in the w inter for use iii cooling milk 
and 
cream 
the 
following 
summer. 
Tilese dairymen realize tile import­ 
ance of the use of ice and provide 
themselves with a suitable supply. 
They have followed this practice for 
several years, and most of th rn have 
provided a convenient source of sup­ 
ply, suitable houses for storing, and 
ice-water tanks for the immediate 
cooling of tho milk or cream. 
Some cream eries accept any kind o 
cream without regard to its condition 
when delivered, and pay the same 
price for all grades of cream. In some 
dairy sections noted for the high qual 
ity of butter produced, the operators 
of cream eries have found that in order 
to get the highest m arket price for 
their butter it is necessary to demand 
a good, clean, raw' product, and they 
are now grading all cream and paying 
on a quality basis. 
As a result the 
producers are studying the situation 
more closely, as they realize that they 
must provide better facilities in caring 
for their product. 
Many creamery 
patrons wdio deliver siveet cream ob­ 
ject to having it mixed with cream of 
Inferior grades, so they find it to their 
advantage to deliver the product in 
individual cans. 
During the summer months it is sel­ 
dom possible to find ordinary welt 
w ater which will cool milk and cream 
even to as low a tem perature as GO 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
It is apparent, 
then, that some form of special cool­ 
ing should be provided for this pur­ 
pose. 
Satisfactory lce-Water Tanks. 
For the purpose of securing informa­ 
tion from actual conditions, ice-w'ater 
tanks of many different kinds and 
shapes, some with and some without 
insulation 
and 
tight-fitting 
covers, 
have been examined on more than LO 
farms. 
The average tem perature of 
milk and cream which was held iii 
these tanks was about 49 degrees 


Fahrenheit, and in each instance the 
cream was sweet. 
The cost of these 
ice-water tanks varied from $3 to $20, 
depending on the size and whether 
the tank was made or was purchased 
from some supply house. 
There are 
few farmers who cannot afford to pro­ 
vide themselves with some form of 
ice-water tank which will conform to 
their own ideas and the local condi­ 
tions. 
A great many different styles of 
tanks are in use. 
Figure I show’s a 
type of ice-w'ater tank which has 
proved satisfactory. 
This style has 
double w'ooden walls and is lined w’ith 
galvanized iron. 
It is also provided 
with tw’o air spaces and two covers. 
i With a little time, labor, and expense 
| such a tank can be made on almost 
| any farm. 
A can of cream placed in 
lea w ater in such a tank will remain 
sweet for several days. Many less ex­ 
pensive tanks were found in use that 
gave desired results. 
Figure 2 is an illustration of a con­ 
er:!*) tank wflfeh can be constructed 
at a small < ^ e n s e and which will 
answ er most purposes. 


p LAN FOR CUTTING FIREWOOD 


Farm er Often Cuts Out Very Best of 
Timber and Leaves Poorest— 
Seek Dead Trees First. 


Si me farmers are very rockless in 
th* m anner 'In which they cfit their 
tim ber for firewood. 
Often the very 
best of tho tim ber is cut and the poor­ 
est left in the woods. 
This is a mis­ 
take. and tho farm er should follow' 
a well-laid plan when getting up wood 
for win RJI* use. 
He should seek all dead timber first. 
There will be a great many trees that 
have been broken by the storms and 
their dead limbs will be on the ground. 
Some trees w ill have been blowm down 
or will have fallen oil account of de­ 
cay. 
All the fallen timber should be 
gathered up first. This gives the wood 
pasture a neat appearance and saves 
the cutting of a lot of the good timber. 
Then every dead tree should bo taken 
out. 
If enough dead timber cannot be se­ 
cured for firewood, then the green 
m ust he cut. 
Hero a person should 
exercise good judgment. 
All young 
trees should he left, for they will grow 
into large ones after a while. It is true 
they are more easily chopped down 
and more quickly chopped into wood, 
but a man who pursues this policy is 
jobbing himself of firewood for the 
future. 
Then all straight tall trees 
that are fit for posts should be left.

Showed Pock Marks and in Mex­ 
ico 3,500,000 Natives Died in 
Short Time W ith Disease. 


Most of the trium phs in the pre­ 


vention of disease have come about 


as the direct result of the discover­ 


ies of P asteur and the establishm ent 


of w hat is known as the germ theory 


of disease. 
How'ever, before the time 


of Pasteur, one m ost notable advance 
was m ade; namely, the discovery of 
vaccination by Dr. Edward Jenner, in 
L798. 
Previous to that 
time 
about 
one person in every ten died of small­ 
pox. 
In England, one person in every 
three showed pock m arks on the face. 
When it w'as carried to a new' country 
the death rate was something fright­ 
ful, as for example, in Mexico, w here 
3,GOO,OOO of the natives died of the 
disease after its introduction by the 
Spanish. 
For m any years in England it had 
been observed that cow's suffer from 
an eruption located about the udder 
and flanks, and that 
m ilkers 
w'ere 
likely 
to 
become infected with the 
material from this eruption. 
Dr. Jen ­ 
ner observed that those who had suf­ 
fered from this infection did not con­ 
tract smallpox, which almost every­ 
body had at th at time. 
He began to 
experiment by infecting 
people 
and 
then watching their 
subsequent 
his­ 
tory, and confirmed 
his 
observation 
absolutely that an attack of this dis­ 
ease, which is known as vaccinia, pro­ 
tected against a subsequent attack of 
smallpox. 
The germ or virus had be­ 
come attenuated or weakened in its 
virulence. 
It is now known that vac­ 
cinia as seen in the cow' is a modified 
form of smallpox. 
If 
we 
transfer 
some of the m atter from the smallpox 
pustules on a hum an being to a calf, 
we do not produce smallpox but only 
the mild disease known as vaccinia. 
When we again transfer this m atter 
from the calf to the human being, it 
does not regain its virulence, but pro­ 
duces the mild form of the disease, 
though it has the power of protecting 
against the severe disease, smallpox, 
because 
protective 
substances 
are 
formed by the cells of the body in re­ 
sponse to the attack of tile weakened 
germ, just as they are in true small­ 
pox, and without danger. 
During the eighteenth century there 
were 70,000 deaths a year from small­ 
pox in Germany. 
From 1846 to 1870, 
twenty-five persons out of every 100,- 
000 died of the disease in that coun­ 
try. 
In 1S71 and 1872, .ow ing to the 
Franco-Prussian war, the disease be­ 
came prevalent, causing the death of

If the old rate had kept up, 
160,000 persons a year w'ould have lost 
their lives from this disease. 
Surely 
no stronger proof of the value of vac­ 
cination could be given. 
How' long does this protection last? 
In some persons it lasts for life, but 
the average person should be vacci­ 
nated whenever exposed. 
If they are 
still protected by the former vaccina­ 
tion, it does not result in any pain or 
inconvenience. 
At best this is only 
tem porary and is amply i>aid for by 
the protection from the loathsome and 
deadly disease know n as smallpox. In

those who have been vaccinated, ever 
w hen it does not protect entirely. Foi 
example: 
During the bad years in 
Germany, 1871-72, it w'as found that 
of those persons who had been vacci 
nated more than once, only 5 out oi 
every IOO of those who contracted the 
disease died .

Vienna, Jan. 31.—U nder 
the 
joint 
auspices of the Austro-Hungarian min 
istry of w ar and the 
A ustrian 
wo­ 
m en ’s organization, 
the 
women 
ol 
Austria are about to be industrially 
“mobilized.” 
The undertaking is the 
result firstly of the 
work 
Austrian 
women have done since the w’ar, and 
secondly of a num ber of conferences 
A ustrian fem inist leaders 
and 
club 
women have had with the m inister of 
w’ar and his aides. 
It is proposed tc 
enlarge as far as possible the indus 
trial and commercial fields in which 
women are now’ active and to add new 
branches in w’hich they may become 
so, the purpose of the m ovem ent being 
to liberate for m ilitary service all men 
whose places can be filled by women 
and to give more of them an oppor­ 
tunity to increase their income. 
The attitude of the A ustrian govern­ 
m ent in the m atter w as explained in a 
statem ent given to the press: 
“The 
fron t is at present the domain of every 
able-bodied m an,” says the announce­ 
ment, “while the woman w’orking for 
the arm y is the soldier at home.” 
It 
is then pointed out that every woman 
who works in a productive capacity 
assists the army, firstly, by releasing 
some man to do m ilitary duty, second 
Iv, by keeping the economic m achi­ 
nery of the country in motion without 
which the men at the front would fare 
badly. 
Thousands of Austrian wromen are 
already doing work which men for 
m erly did. 
Indeed in the branches in 
which they are employed are many 
which form erly adm itted no women. 
The street car 
conductresses 
have 
been a success from the start, as have 
also the female postal employes, in­ 
cluding the women drivers and chauf­ 
feurs of mail vehicles. 
On the rail­ 
roads they have also been very suc­ 
cessful, especially as telegraph opera­ 
tors, ticket agents and freight depart­ 
m ent officials. 
Most of the clerical 
w’ork of the various governm ents is 
being done by women. 
Firms w hose 
male employes were 
called 
to 
the 
colors have been OJI iged to replace 
these by women. 
In the ammunition 
factories thousands of 
women 
arc 
aid to be doing excellent work. 
In 


i plant visited some time ago by the 
Associated Press correspondent the fe­ 
male 
employes 
formed over 60 per 
cent of the entire staff, even the hea­ 
vy lathes on which the large shells 
were being turned were m anipulated 
by women. 
A few’ Junos were han­ 
dling huge ladles with molten steel 
ike a kitchen spoon. 
W omen already 
w’ork in mines, mills, factories gener­ 
ally, wholesale and retail houses, and 
this year’s generous crop was largely 
raised by them. 
One of the special 
aims 
of 
the 
present m ovem ent is to train women 
for executive w’ork, so th at the men 
engaged in this may become availa­ 
ble for duty as officers. 
A feature of the scheme is to pro­ 
vide half-day work for women whose 
family ties would 
m ake 
th at wel­ 
come. In the 
m orning 
m others will 
attend to their households and child­ 
ren, pnd so be free to 
work in the 
afternoon from five to six hours. To 
care for the children in the absence 
of file m others, special nurseries and 
kindergartens 
will 
be 
established. 
Some of the w om en’s 
organizations 
favor the plan that 
elderly women

into their homes. 
The program for 
the undertaking

Budapest, Hungary, Jan. 31.—Naval 
lieutenant Wenninger, commander of 
the German submarine U-17, which 
torpedoed the French steamer Crave- 
line, gives the following description 
of how his submarine was caught in 
the net of an English boat off the east 
coast of England and how under the 
most difficult circumstances he suc­ 
ceeded in saving the boat and crew 
from capture. 
He said that they left their base 
early in the morning and passed into 
the North Sea, the boat being under 
water with the periscope awash. “I 
looked through the 
periscope/’ 
he 
continued, “and could see a red buoy 
behind my boat. 
When ten minutes 
later I looked I saw the buoy again, 
still at the same distance behind us. 
I descended deep into the water, but 
still saw the buoy floating on the sur­ 
face 
above us. 
“At last I discovered that we had 
caught the chain of the buoy and that 
we were dragging it along with us. 
At this time I also sawr through the

or wTas steering a course directly be­ 
hind us and the buoy. 
At the same 
time my sounding apparatus indicat­ 
ed that a screwT steamer wras in the 
vicinity. 
Observation revealed that 
five enemy torpedo boats were ap­ 
proaching from the north. 
I increas­ 
ed the speed of the boat in the ex­ 
pectation of being able to attack one 
of them. 
The five torpedo-boats ar­ 
ranged themselves in a circle. I sank 
still deeper and got ready for event­ 
ualities. 
“At this juncture my boat began to 
roll in a most incomprehensible man­ 
ner. 
We began to rise and sink al­ 
ternately, the steering gear being ap­ 
parently out of order. 
Soon after­ 
wards I discovered that w’e had en­ 
countered a wire netting and wrere 
hopelessly entangled in it. 
We had, 
in fact, got into the net of one of the 
hunters surrounding us. 
“For an hour and 
a half the net­ 
ting carried us with it, and although 
I made every effort to get clear of it, 
it seemed impossible. 
There 
was 
nothing to do but to 
increase 
the 
weight of the submarine as much as 
possible so that I might try to break 
the netting. 
Fortunately 
when 
w*e 
started I had pumped in from five to 
six tons of w’ater, filling all the tanks. 
I increased the weight of the boat to 
the utmost and suddenly w*e felt a 
shock and were clear of the netting. 
I then descended as deeply in the 
waiter as I could, the menometer show- 
thirty meters. 
We remained under 
water for eighteen hours. 
“When I wanted to ascertain where 
w’e were I noticed that tho menometer 
continued to register the same depth 
and was also out of 
order. 
I 
had 
therefore to be very careful not to 
rise too high and thus attract the at­ 
tention of the torpedo boats. 
“Slowly the periscope rose above 
the surface and I could see the enemv 
in front of me, and towards the left 
the east coast of England. 
“I tried to turn to starboard, but 
the rudder did not work. 
In conse­ 
quence I had to sink again to the bot­ 
tom of the sea, where I remained six 
hours, at the end of which time I had 
succeeded in putting the compass in 
order and also in repairing the steer­ 
ing gear. 
But upon rising this time, 
we were detected by a torpedo boat 
which made straight for us, forcing 
me to descend again. I remained sub­ 
merged for two hours, 
then 
turned 
slowly slowly outwards and at a dis­ 
tance of some fifty meters from the, 
leading enemy craft, passed towards 
the open sea.

INSPECTORS 
SAVE 
DIGNITY 


City Council 
to 
Purchase for Each 
Inspector a Silk Hat. 


London, Jan. 31.—Neglect of intel­ 
lectual things, satisfaction with mere 
periscope that a strange small steam- j book knowledge, inattention to facts, 
concentration 
on 
physical prowess, 
widespread ignorance of science and 
consequent contempt for investigation 
and expert knowledge are the basic 
faults of the English educational sys­ 
tem, said Sir Oliver Lodge in his ad­ 
dress before the annual conference of I 
educational associations held in Lon­ 
don. 
War, he continued, had opened tho 
eyes of the nation to certain perils 
which during a long era of peace had 
been overlooked. War had now made 
apparent the ignorance of the gov­ 
erning classes. English education led 
to a widely diffused knowledge. Init­ 
iative was lacking, and only the per­ 
sonal character and courage of the 
men—and women—of all classes had 
saved the country. 
The people, as 
well as their leaders, were now learn­ 
ing from the enemy. 
Sir 
Oliver 
condemned the educa­ 
tional ideals of modern Germany as a 
heavy pedagogical grind and a soul­ 
less preparation 
for 
business, 
in 
wrhich purely material 
objects 
had 
been elevated to the region of warship 
and sentiment. 
The old, delightful, 
sentimental Germany, with its mes­ 
sage to the soul of the human race, he 
said, had been slain. But this did not 
justify English failure to teach the 
elemental facts of science and to train 
students to make the best use of their 
brains. 
The speaker blamed the government 
for neglecting early in 
the 
wTar 
to 
make use of the experts in trade and 
manufacture who had been eager to 
offer their services. He put this fail­ 
ure to ignorance, rather than vicious­ 
ness. 
Experts were not called in, be­ 
casse they were 
not 
trusted. 
Only 
gradually did the need for their ser­ 
vices loom up before those in charge 
of the empire’s destinies. 
This kind 
of ignorance was not confined to poli­ 
ticians alone, but even to manufac­ 
turers, who had long refrained from 
calling expert advisers. 
Forcible feeding in knowledge did 
not appeal to Sir Oliver, who thought 
the primary change should be in cul­ 
tivating the faculties of observation, 
the spirit of independent investigation 
and the habit of going direct to nature 
for facts. Better scientific instruction, 
particularly in physiology and hygiene, 
wits thought necessary. Ability ought 
to be encouraged among 
the 
pupils 
and the brains of the working class 
boys utilized, as they are not suffi­ 
ciently now*. 
France had added to her wealth, ac­ 
cording to the speaker, by encourag­ 
ing and honoring agricultural life, and 
England should do the same. But this 
was only one way in which science 
could be used to 
increase 
national 
prosperity. 
Infant mortality could be greatly re­ 
duced, Sir Oliver concluded, by teach­ 
ing girls hygiene, housekeeping and 
the care of infants.

Carefully conducted corn germina­ 
tion tests in Missouri this year may, 
if properly followed up by an elimi- 
I nation of those ears w'hich are low' in 
vitality, make an increase of $11,273,- 
491 for the 1916 corn crop. 
This amount is an estimate of the 
average annual loss caused by the use 
of untested seed corn in the state dur­ 
ing the last eight years, according to 


about tw'o inches of sand or sawdust 
in the bottom to hold the moisture or 
to keep water from standing around 
the corn. A piece of old sheeting or 
other cloth that will absorb moisture, 
but will not allow it to stand on the 
surface, should be stretched over the 
surface and marked off into two-inch 
squares. Put six kernels from various 
parts of the middle of each ear to be 
tested into one 
of

squares. 
Cover‘the box to prevent drying and 
keep it at room temperature—about 
70 degrees F.—for six days, then find 
the ears from which kernels failed to 
germinate, throw them into the feed 
box and keep those that showed a 
good strong test.

mold even if it were mature enough to 
gather . The Missouri farmer who se­ 
lected seed carefully in the field and 
stored it properly can make a big re­ 
turn now by his increased crop or by 
selling the seed to his neighbors w'ho 
did not take precautions last fall. 
The task of testing seed corn for 
Missouri’s 
7,'282,617 
acres is not so 
great when we remember tha the w ork 
is divided among more than a quarter 
of a million farmers. This means that 
to plant the average man’s 26.6 acres 
only four or five bushels of tested 
seed are needed . As it takes about 
two hours to test a bushel of seed 
corn, ten hours4 work by the average 
Missouri farmer would usually result 
in a difference of $40 in his income,, 
or about $1.50 an acre net gain for all 
the corn he plants. 
The sand box or sawdust germinator 
consists of a box about four inches 
deep aud thirty inches square, with

W arns Against Excessive 
Optimism 
On Part of Germany— Occidental 
Fashions Introduced In Order 
to Increase Sales. 


When One Approaches This Spot He 
Will Find a Barb Wire Fence 
Placed as Protection to 


the Trenches. 


Berlin, Jan. 31.—The society re­ 
cently organized for 
the 
economic 
study of the near east has begun a 
course of lectures at the University 
of Berlin, wrhich is one of many indi­ 
cations that the economic exploita­ 
tion of Turkey after the war is al­ 
ready engaging much attention here. 
The first lecture was given by R. 
.lunge, who has spent many years in 
study of economic conditions in the 
near east, and who has just publish­ 
ed a book under the title 
of 
“The 
Europeanization of Oriental Business 
Life.” 
The society referred to is made up 
of a number of university professors, 
students of economics, and business 
men interested in the development of 
Turkey. 
It appears, 
however, 
that 
there is some disagreement 
among 
the various authorities on the sub* 
jecf as to whether Germany will find 
as great an opportunity for trade in 
Turkey as some of the more optimis­ 
tic writers expect. 
Prof. C. H. Beck­ 
er, of the University of Bonn, in an 
article in the Cologne Gazette notes 
the large number of young men who 
are taking up the study of Turkish 
and Arabic in the hope 
of 
putting 
their knowledge to good account when 
the war is over, and he 
says 
that 
German hopes in this regard are not 
only exaggerated but childless. 
Prof. Junge’s book, which 
is 
the 
first of a series to be brought about 
by the society that is studying the 
eastern economic situation, also con­ 
tains a warning against excessive op­ 
timism on the part of Germany. Prof. 
J tinge spent five years investigating 
the Russian attempt to Europeanize 
Turkestan, and he warns the Ger­ 
mans against repeating the methods 
which Russia tried in that part of the 
near east. The Russians, he declar­ 
ed, had taken only a merchant’s view’ 
of the opportunities presented. They 
had worked the market for all it wras 
worth without looking to the future. 
Occidental fashions were introduced 
in order to increase the demand for 
European goods, and similarly, im­ 
ports were forced by other means. 
Long credits were extended that in­ 
volved the Russian merchant in the 
fate of the native buying firms and 
he was finally obliged to squeeze the 
later for payment, with the result that 
many of the native firms were ruin­ 
ed. 
Valuable Oriental goods of ar­ 
tistic design w’ere imitated by Euro­ 
pean factories and sent into Turkes­ 
tan to displace the home product. 
In suggesting a commercial policy 
for Germany in Turkey, Prof. Junge 
declared that Turkish business life 
should he allowed to remain Turkish 
instead of being made German. 
Ger­ 
many, he said, should indulge in no 
thought of making Turkey a part of 
the German economic system. 
He 
even favored a protective policy in 
Turkey’s behalf, 
which 
should 
act' 
against imports from 
Germany 
as 
well as those from other countries. 
In making a number of recommend­ 
ations for the rejuvenation of Turkey 
economically, he said that one essen­ 
tial was a far-sighted credit system, 
with special* reference to the needs 
of farmers and other small borrowers. 
Railways and highways must be built 
extensively, agriculture rationally re­ 
formed by means of experiment sta-. 
tions and model farms. A topographi­ 
cal survey of all 
sectipns <nof 
the* 
country 
available , for 
agriculture 
must he made, he said, to serve as' 
basis for a wide-reaching system of 
irrigation. 
In the foreign trade the 
oriental system of long credits should 
be abolished, he declared. 


Headquarters, French 
Armies on 
West Front, Jan. 31.— (British Official 
Eye-Witness.) 
What will the adven­ 
turous person who attempts to walk 
along the French front trenches find 
when he reaches the Swiss frontier, 
the extreme point of the French right 
wing? 
He will find a barb wire fence no 
more formidable than 
those 
wrhich 
enclose many English meadows. After 
the vast and complicated 
fields 
of 
barb wire which protect the trenches, 
this fence seems absurdly inadequate 
and artificial to be the counterpart of 
the North sea which terminates the 
lines at the extreme other end. 
There are a few’ pieces of red and 
white canvas tied to the wire to show 
that at this point the neutral territory 
of Switzerland begins, and a single 
Swiss sentry stands with bayonet 
fixed behind a movable barrier gar­ 
nished with barb wire that 
is 
set 
across the country road. 
This placid 
war like scene seems 
an 
impossibly 
tame conclusion for 500 miles of com­ 
plicated earthworks and fortifications. 
One drives to the 
Swiss 
frontier 
through the “Trousee de Belfort,” the 
broad gap between the Vosges and the 
Swiss Jura, which offers so inviting a 
passage 
into 
France to the invader 
from the east. 
One 
passes 
it 
full 
speed along roads protected from Ger­ 
man eyes by tall screens of brush­ 
wood . The roads are winding and the 
Germans have many 
lookout 
posts, 
consequently the screens 
are some­ 
times on the left, sometimes on the 
right, and sometimes on both sides, 
and one begins to feel that the Ger­ 
mans are everywhere. 
By a sentry box there stands a mac 
w hom the French call “the man of the 
extreme right,” the sentry who guards] 
the furthest point of the French right 
wing. 
He is a dounaier, a customs 
house officer. 
So long as he stands 
there on duty with fixed bayonet he is 
in perfect safety, but as soon as he 
is relieved And goes away to rest in 
the neighboring village he enters the 
danger zone and may at any time get 
into the neighborhood of a German 
shell. 
The trenches are hidden away in a 
wood 500 yards awTay, and one might 
think that the place was quite with­ 
out defense, but nothing has been left 
to chance, and the French are ready 
for any eventuality. 
The Swiss sen­ 
try salutes politely as the traveler ap­ 
proaches the boundary, and a Swiss 
sergeant comes out from the neighbor­ 
ing guard house to examine the pa­ 
pers. 
After a little conversation across the 
fence that divides Switzerland from 


I France, the sergeant proceeds to the 
formality w’hich he calls “opening the 
frontier.” Half the barrier across the 
road is moved aside and replaced by 
a large wooden table. 
From the French side there appear 
a number of peasant 
women 
with 
large baskets; their papers are ex­ 
amined by the “man of the extreme 
right” and they are allowed to pass up 
to the counter. Then buying and sell­ 
ing begins across the frontier counter. 
The Swiss government 
allows 
the 
peasants in the French frontier vil­ 
lages to buy provisions and the like 
from 
the 
Swiss 
shopkeepers, who 
bring their wares to the frontier, pro­ 
vided that certain articles do not go 
out of the country.

CORRECT SEED TESTER 


"R ag Doll” Will Prove Satisfac- 
tory for Experim ents. 


Corn Must Be Picked Out Ear by Ear 
to Make Sure That It Has Not 
Been Killed by Early Frosts— 
Keep the Towel Wet. 


The early frost this year caught 
much of the seed corn and It must be 
picked out ear by ear to make sure it 
is not dead. 
To made a “rag doll” tester, take 
a strip of muslin about nine inches 
wide and eighteen inches long for 
testing five ears, twenty-eight inches 
long for ten ears and about forty-eight 
inches long for twenty ears. Mark on 
it as many two-inch and three-inch 
divisions as there are ears of coin 
to be handled In the tester. 
Number 
the divisions I, 2, 3, 4, etc. 
Make a 


“ Rag Doll” Seed Tester. 


wick about one inch wide and a foot 
long, of any old cotton cloth. 
Number the ears to correspond to 
the divisions, placing five kernels from 
ear I in space I, etc. 
The rag doll 
should be dampened before placing the 
seed corn in it. When all the spaces 
are filled, carefully roll the rag doll 
up, starting from the left hand end, 
making sure that the seeds are not

PLAN FOR HANDLING MANURE 


Best Way Is to Haul Fertilizer to 
Fields Every Day— Every Farmer 
Should Own Spreader. 


The very best way of handling ma­ 
nure is to haul It out day by day, or 
week by week, as it is made, if this 
can be done. 
Many farmers think 
that manure applied in this way will 
lose its value before the next crop is 
grown on the land but experiments 
show that there is very little loss in 
this case unless the land is very 
rolling. 
The next method of handling ma­ 
nure is to feed under an open shed 
where the manure is kept tramped 
down compactly through the feeding 
season and then hauled during the 
summer at a leisure time. 
Manure 
kept compactly in this way under cov­ 
er loses very little. 
Of course, the 
practice of feeding the animals di­ 
rectly on the fields is a good one, but 
the difficulty is in getting the manure 
scattered over the whole field. 
Farmers should understand more 
thoroughly the advantages to be de­ 
rived from the use of a manure 
spreader and every farm of IOO acres 
or over where cattle are fed around 
the buildings should not be without 
this implement.

LARGE DEMAND FOR JAPANESE GOODS 


European 
W ar 
Has 
Proved 
a 
Big 
Factor 
in 
Increased 
Trade— 
Strong Hold Gained on 
Various Articles. 


Amsterdam, Netherlands, Jan. 31.— 
Japanese commercial expansion in the 
Dutch East Indian archipelago is a 
subject on which many colonial Hol­ 
landers hold strong views. They fear 
a pacific penetration by Japan of the 
rich “emerald girdle,” the great island 
group situated just to the south of the 
Philippines. Imports from Japan into 
the Dutch East Indian colonies in the 
last five years have more than dou­ 
bled, and now amount to close upon 
$3,000,000 annually. 
The Japaense have already secured 
such a hold on many branches of man­ 
ufactured goods on the Java market 
that a spontaneous boycotting move­ 
ment arose some time 
ago 
against 
them. 
Much wTas expected from this 
at the time, but colonial papers which 
have just arrived in Holland say that 
it will be almost impossible to drive 
Japan-made goods from the Java mar­ 
ket, owing to their cheapness, the re­ 
sult of low-priced native labor in Ja­ 
pan. 
These cheap prices have creat­ 
ed a steady, regular demand in the 
Dutch East Indies for Japanese goods. 
The war in Europe has benefited 
Japanese trade considerably. 
Japan­ 
ese matches, for instance, are import­ 
ed in large quantities nowr that the 
price of European matches has risen 
and delivery is uncertain. 
Fears are 
expressed that the Japanese exporters 
will find other ways to enforce free­ 
dom of intercourse with the best cus­ 
tomers, the native population of Java, 
while the poorer classes 
of 
whites 
also 
perforce 
patronize 
Japanese 
traders ,as they cannot afford to pay 
higher prices for European goods, even 
though the latter may be of better 
quality. 
Some 
trades 
in the Dutch 
East Indies are feeling the effects of 
the war pretty seriously and Japanese 
exporters have not been slowT in seiz­ 
ing the favorable opportunities that 
have presented themselves. 
The Japanese trade used to be, and 
still is, largely in the hands of Chi­ 
nese middlemen; but of 
late 
many 
purely Japanese stores have sprung 
up in Java and elsewhere. According 
to the latest advices, many big Euro­ 
pean importing houses are endeavor­ 
ing, owing to the unsettled conditions 
in Europe, to make their positions se­ 
cure by opening up direct trade con­ 
nections 
with 
Japanese 
exporting 
firms.

The Materials Which Are Most Sue 
cessfully Used Are Most Opague 
In Character— Transparent 
Materials Unliked. 


To make the standardized dress for 
women or the dress uniform in stylo, 
an ordinary commercial pattern may 
be used as a basis. 
Select a plain 
four-gore skirt pattern opening in the 
front. 
This pattern should be from 
two and one-half to three yards around 
the bottom. 
Tile skirt, according to its design­ 
ers, Miss Ethel Ronzone, instructor 
in home economics in the University 
of Missouri at Columbia, 
is 
simply 
constructed with a plait 
down 
the 
front and one bias seam in the back 
that should be stayed by the use of 
a piece of tape, 
to keep 
it 
from 
stretching. 
The top of the skirt may 
be made into a band with buttonholes 
to fasten it to an underwaist, or it. 
may be finished at the top with a 
piece of belting and loops made of 
tape added to take the place of but­ 
tonholes. 
lf preferred, the skirt may 
be made to fasten onto 
an 
under­ 
waist made of thin material. In mak­ 
ing wash dresses it is convenient to 
open the skirt all the way down the 
front. 
The waist may be made from a plain 
fitting shirt-waist pattern. 
The back 
and front are lengthened the desired 
amount, from ten to fourteen inches 
below the waist line. The under arm 
in the back is dropped straight down 
from ‘he arm’s eye, while in front it 
is sloped out about two inches at the 
bottom. 
Care should be 
taken 
to 
check up the bottom width 
of 
the 
jacket, simply hem it up the front and 
around the bottom. 
Put a pocket on 
either side for convenience. The col­ 
lars and cuffs may be either made on 
the waists or separate. 
If made sep­ 
arate, they should be made to fasten 
on with snaps. 
For convenience in 
removing, the belt must not be made 
no tight that it gives a drawn-in ap­ 
pearance to the waist. 
The belt is 
held in place by keepers on either 
side of the under seam and may be 
raised oi lowered to suit the figure. 
The shirtwaist sleeve may be used 
with or without a ruff. 
For warm 
weather the sleeves may be short­ 
ened, bu» never above the elbow. 
In 
making the other type of waist, which 
is suitable for older figures, the same 
waist pattern may be used and the 
top of the skirt will serve for the 
peplum. 
This will have to be widen­ 
ed one inch on either gore to allow' a 
little fullness. 
Here the lower part 
of the waist and the peplum are fixed 
into a loose belt. A yoke and fullness 
in the form of gathers or plaits may 
be added to either waist. 
This style of dress is especially good 
as it is comfortable when worn with­ 
out a corset. 
This means that when 
it is adopted wre will be doing away 
with one of the most unhygienic fac­ 
tors in woman’s dress. The materials 
most successfully used in this cos­ 
tume are those that are opaque in 
character. 
The transparent 
mater­ 
ials are not successful, neither are 
they modest nor durable, 
so 
they 
should go, along with other waste pro­ 
duction, such as trimmings and other 
ornaments.

Charring 
Has 
Proved 
Useless 
for 
Some Woods In Tests Made. 
Forty-four counties out 
of 80 that 
reported had no negroes in the alms­ 
houses. Eight counties had 
only 2. 
For 64 of th 80 counties from which 
reports were received, 
only 
26 ne­ 
groes are being cared 
for 
in alms­ 
houses. In 80 per cent of the coun­ 
ties from which reports are loceived, 
26 negroes received almshouse care. 
It is intersting 
to 
note that of 31 
counties reporting, which are operat­ 
ing almshouses under the lease sys­ 
tem, 26 of these 
houses 
cared for 
only 7 negroes. 
Thirty-one counties 
cared for but 16. Of the total popula­ 
tion of 3,113, there were but 127 ne­ 
groes, 42 per cent. This is less than 
the ratio of negroes to whites in the 
general population of the state. 


Columbia, Mo., Jan. 31.—The fence 
post problem is becoming more seri­ 
ous each year, and the forestry de­ 
partment of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture has been testing various 
methods of meeting 
the 
situation. 
Probably the most successful plan, for 
the immediate future at least, will be 
to 
use 
home-grown 
woods, 
giving 
them such creosote or 
other 
treat­ 
ments as will increase their period of 
Usefulness. 
A 
common 
and 
easy 
method of treating posts on the farm 
hasbeen charring the butts of the 
posts. 
Charcoal can not rot and a 
has been charring the butts of the 
post should furnish very good protec­ 
tion. 
In fact, however, this coat of 
charcoal cracks so badly that the lit­ 
tle fungus plants which cause decay 
are able to get through and shorten 
the life of the post. 
Charring, then ,will not enable the 
fence builder to use willow', cotton­ 
wood, sycamore or black oak, so he 
must replace them with the more ex­ 
pensive white 
cedar 
posts, 
costing 
from 25 to 35 cents apiece, or with 
the more durable mulberry, white oak 
black locust, or hedge posts, w hich in 
many 
localities, 
are 
not 
plentiful 
enough to supply the demand fully. 
The more perishable woods sometimes 
used must be replaced every twro or 
three years, unless they can be pre­ 
served in some way. 
It is this defi­ 
ciency that the College of Agriculture 
hopen to enable fence builders to rem­ 
edy, by means of its experiments, but 
with the failure of charring 
it 
has 
turned to the use of creosote. 
Charring failed to lengthen the life 
of willow , cottonwood, ironwood, hack­ 
berry 
or 
basswood 
sufficiently to 
make them satisfactory post materials 
and probably white walnut, hickory, 
white elm, sassafras and red bud are 
not helped much either, although tests 
with them have not 
continued 
long 
enough to give the final results. Char­ 
ring appeared to give much better re­ 
sults in case of black w'alnut, river 
birch, 
oaks, 
hedge, 
sugar 
maple, 
black locust, honey locust, Kentucky 
coffee tree, dogwood, black ash, catal­ 
pa. 
The sap wood of catalpa, hedge, 
black walnut and black locust was 
almost completely burned in charring 
and, since the heart wood of these 
species is much more durable than 
the sap w'ood, but few kinds of wood 
are left which show' any possible ben­ 
eficial effects from charring. 
Those who wish the benefits of the 
directions which the college is able 
to give as a result of the uncompleted 
tests of the use of creosote and other 
similar preservatives, should address 
the Department of Forestry, Columbia, 
Mo.

TANK WILL KEEP CREAM SWEET

lce-Water Tank Lined With Galvanized Iron. 


^Prepared by thp United States Depart­ 
m ent of Agriculture.) 
One of the most common causes of 
poor quality of butter is the lack of 
immediate, thorough cooling of the 
cream after separation. 
The United 
States department of agriculture has 
made a careful investigation of con­ 
ditions existing on a large number of 
dairy farms where first-dass cream is 
produced, and the data obtained shows 
that, if properly cooled, cream cf Hic 
best grade can be produced with but 
little extra labor or expense. 
Dairymen in certain parts of New 
England are delivering practically all 
their product to the creameries while 
sweet, although the cream is often 
held on the farm from one to four 
days in summer and from one to seven 
days in winter. 
After it reaches tile 
creamery it is pasteurized and shipped 
a distance of from 50 to 300 miles. 
where it is sold in the form of sw'cei 
-earn. These results are accomplished 
the liberal use of ice, nearly every 
farmer having stored large quantities 
in the winter for use in coeline milk 
and 
cream the 
following 
summer. 
Tkese dairymen realize the imp; fi­ 
ance of the use of ice and provide 
them selves with a suitable supply. 
They have followed this practice for 
several years, and most of them have 
provided a convenient source of sup­ 
ply, suitable houses for storing, m d 
ice-water tanks for the immediate 
cooling of the milk or cream. 
Some creameries accept any kind of 
cream without regard to its condition 
when delivered, and pay the same 
price for all grades of cream. In some 
dairy sections noted for the high qual­ 
ity of butter produced, the operators 
of creameries have found that in order 
to get the highest market price for 
their butter it is necessary to demand 
a good, clean, raw' product, and they 
are now grading all cream and paying 
on a quality basis. 
As a result the 
producers are studying the situation 
more closely, as they realize that they 
must provide better facilities in caring 
for their product. 
Many creamery 
patrons wdio deliver sweet cream ob­ 
ject to having it mixed with cream of 
inferior grades, so they find it to their 
advantage to deliver the product in 
individual cans. 
During the summer months it is sel­ 
dom possible to find ordinary wreli 
water which will cool milk and cream 
even to as low* a temperature as 50 
deg.ees Fahrenheit. 
It is apparent, 
then, that some form of special cool­ 
ing should be provided for this pur­ 
pose. 
Satisfactory lce-Water Tanks. 
For the purpose of securing informa­ 
tion from actual conditions, ice-water 
tanks of many different kinds and 
shapes, some with and some without 
insulation 
and 
tight-fitting 
covers, 
have been examined on more that; CO 
farms. 
The average temperature of 
milk and cream which was held iii 
these tanks was about 49 degrees 


Fahrenheit, and in each instance the 
cream was sweet. 
The cost of these 
ice-water tanks varied from $5 to $20, 
depending on the size and whether 
the tank was made or wTas purchased 


I i rom some supply house. 
There are 
j few farmers w’ho cannot afford to pro- 
I vide them selves with some form of 
[ ice-w’atcr tank which will conform to 
| (heir own ideas and the local condi­ 
tions. 
A great many different styles of 
tanks are in use. 
Figure I shows a 
| type of ice-water tank which has 
I proved satisfactory. 
This style has 
I double wooden walls and is lined with 
j galvanized iron. 
It is also provided 
w ith two air spaces and two covers. 
With a little time, labor, and expense 
j such a tank can be made on almost 
j any farm. 
A can of cream placed in 
I ic 
wry r in such a tank will remain 
i sweet for several days. Many less ex­ 
pensive tanks were found in use that 
j gave desired results.

PLAN FOR CUTTING FIREWOOD 


Farmer Gften Cuts Qut Very Best of 
Timber and Lsalves Poorest— 
feck Dead Trees First. 


Some farmers are very reckless in 
the manner in which they cut their 
timber for firewood. 
Often the very 
best of the timber is cut and the poor­ 
est left in the woods. 
This is a mis­ 
take, and the farmer should follow' 
a well-laid plan w hen getting up wood 
for winter use. 
F e should seek all dead timber first. 
Tlmre will be a great many trees that 
have been broken by the storms and 
their dead limbs will be on the ground. 
Some trees will have been blown down 
or will have fallen on account of de­ 
cay. 
All the fallen timber should be 
gathered up first. This gives the wmod 
pasture a neat appearance and saves 
the cutting of a let of the good timber. 
Then every dead tree should bo taken 
out. 
If enough dead timber cannot be sc­ 
oured for firewood, then the green 
must be cut. 
Here a person should 
exercise good judgment. 
All young 
trees should be left, for they will grow 
into large ones after a while. It is true 
they are more easily chopped down 
and more quickly chopped into wood, 
but a man who pursues this policy is 
robbing him self of firewood for the 
future. 
Then all straight tall trees 
that are fit for posts should be left. 


Make Weaning Easy Matter. 
If the foal has been properly cared 
for during the summer months, being 
fed a little grain in addition to the 
roughage and dam’s milk, weaning 
time will be merely a matter of sepa 
ration.

VACCINATION FIRST DISCOVERED IN 1798

England 
One 
Person 
in 
Three ] 
Showed Pock Marks and in Mex­ 
ico 3,500,000 Natives Died in 
Short Time With Disease. 


Most of the triumphs in the pre­ 


vention of disease have come about 


as the direct result of the discover­ 


ies of Pasteur and the establishm ent 


of what is known as the germ theory 


of disease. 
However, before the time 


of Pasteur, one most notable advance 
was made; namely, the discovery of 
vaccination by Dr. Edward Jenner, in 
1798. 
Previous to that 
time 
about 
one person in every ten died of small­ 
pox. 
In England, one person in every 
three showed pock marks on the face. 
vVhen it was carried to a new country 
the death rate wTas something fright­ 
ful, as for example, in Mexico, w here 
3,500,000 of the natives died of the 
disease after its introduction by the 
Spanish. 
For many years in England it had 
been observed that cows suffer from 
an eruption located about the udder 
and flanks, and that 
milkers 
were 
likely 
to 
become infected with tho 
material from this eruption. 
Dr. Jen­ 
ner observed that those who had suf­ 
fered from this infection did not con­ 
tract smallpox, which alm ost every­ 
body had at that time. 
He began to 
experiment by infecting 
people 
and 
then watching their 
subsequent 
his­ 
tory, and confinned 
his 
observation 
absolutely that an attack of this dis­ 
ease, which is known as vaccinia, pro­ 
tected against a subsequent attack of 
smallpox. 
The germ or virus bad be­ 
come attenuated or weakened in its 
virulence. 
It is now' known that vac­ 
cinia as seen in the cow' is a modified 
form of smallpox. 
If 
we 
transfer 
some of the matter from the smallpox 
pustules on a human boing to a calf, 
we do not produce smallpox but only 
the mild disease known as vaccinia. 
When we again transfer this matter 
from the calf to the human being, it 
does not regain its virulence, but pro­ 
duces the mild form of the disease, 
though it has the pow'er of protecting 
against the severe disease, smallpox, 
because 
protective 
substances 
are 
formed by the cells of the body in re­ 
sponse to the attack of the weakened 
germ, just as they are in true sm all­ 
pox, and w ithout danger. 
During the eighteenth century there 
were 70,000 deaths a year from small­ 
pox in Germany. 
From 1846 to 1870, 
twenty-five persons out of every 100,- 
000 died of the disease in that coun­ 
try. 
In 1871 and 1872, owing to the 
Franco-Prussian war, the disease be­ 
came prevalent, causing the death of

From 1874 to 1886 


1.57 died in every 100,000, and in the 
year 1910 there were only 33 deaths 
from smallpox in the entire empire of 
Germany, with a population of over 
GO.OOOJJiOO, and 15 of these were for­ 
eigners . If the old rate had kept up, 
160,000 persons a year would have lost 
their lives from this disease. 
Surely 
no stronger proof of the value of vac­ 
cination could be given. 
How' long does this protection last? 
In some persons it lasts for life, but 
the average person should be vacci­ 
nated whenever exposed. 
If they are 
still protected by the former vaccina­ 
tion, it does not result in any pain or 
inconvenience. 
At best this is only 
temporary and is amply paid for by 
the protection from the loathsome and 
deadly disease, know n as smallpox. In 


those who have been vaccinated, even 
when it does not protect entirely. For 
example: 
During the bad years in 
Germany, 1871-72, it was found that 
of those persons who had been vacci­ 
nated more than once, only 5 out of 
every IOO of those wrho contracted the 
disease died . Of those who had been 
vaccinated only once, 14 out of every 
IOO died, while among those who had 
not been vaccinated at all, the death 
rate reached 45 in every IOO.

Thousands of Women Are Doing the 
W ork Formerly Performed by 
the Men— They Are Highly 


Successful. 


Vienna, Jan. 31.—Under 
the 
joint 
auspices of the Austro-Hungarian min­ 
istry of war and the 
Austrian 
wo­ 
m en’s organization, 
the 
women 
of 
Austria are about to be industrially 
“mobilized.” 
The undertaking is the 
result firstly of the 
work 
Austrian 
women have done since the war, and 
secondly of a number of conferences 
Austrian feminist leaders 
and 
club 
women have had with the minister of 
war and his aides. 
It is proposed to 
enlarge as far as possible the indus­ 
trial and commercial fields in which 
women are now active and to add new 
branches in which they may become 
so, the purpose of the movement being 
to liberate for military service all men 
whose places can be filled by women 
and to give more of them an oppor­ 
tunity to increase their income. 
The attitude of the Austrian govern­ 
ment in the m atter was explained in a 
statem ent given to the press: 
“The 
front is at present the domain of every 
able-bodied man,” says the announce­ 
ment, “while the woman working for 
the army is the soldier at home.” 
It 
is then pointed out that every woman 
who works in a productive capacity 
assists the army, firstly, by releasing 
some man to do military duty, second­ 
ly, by keeping the economic machi­ 
nery of the country in motion without 
which the men at the front would fare 
badly. 
Thousands of Austrian women are 
already doing work which men for­ 
merly did. 
Indeed in the branches in 
which they are employed are many 
which formerly admitted no women. 
The street car 
conductresses 
have 
been a success from the start, as have 
also the female postal employes, in­ 
cluding the women drivers and chauf­ 
feurs of mail vehicles. 
On the rail­ 
roads they have also been very suc­ 
cessful, especially as telegraph opera 
tors, ticket agents and freight depart­ 
ment officials. 
Most of the clerical 
work of the various governments is 
being done by women. 
Firms whose 
male employes were 
called 
to 
the 
colors have been obliged to replace 
these by women. 
In the ammunition 
factories thousands of 
women 
arc 
said to be doing excellent work. 
In 
a plant visited some time ago by the 
Associated Press correspondent the fe­ 
male 
employes 
formed over 60 per 
cent of the entire staff, even the hea­ 
vy lathes on which the large shells 
were being turned were manipulated 
by women. 
A few Junos were han­ 
dling huge ladles with molten steel 
like a kitchen spoon. 
Women already 
work in mines, mills, factories gener­ 
ally, wholesale and retail houses, and 
this year’s generous crop was largely 
raised by them. 
One of the special 
aims 
of 
the 
present movement is to train women 
for executive work, so that the men 
engaged in this may become availa­ 
ble for duty as officers. 
A feature of the scheme is to pro­ 
vide half-dav work for women whose 
family ties would 
make 
that wel­ 
come. In the 
morning 
mothers will 
attend to their households and child­ 
ren, and so be free to 
work in the 
afternoon from five to six hours. To 
care for the children in the absence 
of the mothers, special nurseries and 
kindergartens 
will 
be 
established. 
Some of the women’s 
organizations 
favor the plan that 
elderly women 
take the children of working women 
into their homes. 
The program for 
the undertaking 
is now being worked out by the rep­ 
resentatives of the women’s organi­ 
zations and the ministry of war. The 
larger of the organizations are: The 
Federation of Austrian Women’s so­ 
cieties, Vienna Woman 
Wage Earn­ 
ers’ association, 
the 
Catholic 
Wo­ 
m en’s organization 
of 
Lower Aus­ 
tria, Austrian W oman’s 
Suffrage or­ 
ganization, 
State 
Organization 
of 
Austrian 
Housekeepers, 
Austrian 
General W omen’s association, social- 
Democralic 
Women’s 
organization, 
Federation of Female 
Teachers and 
Educators, 
Federation 
of Working 
Women, Federation of Female Postal 
Service 
Employes, 
High 
School 
Teachers’ society, Federation 
of So­ 
cial Settlement 
W orkers 
and 
the 
New Woman clubs. Several dozens of 
smaller Austrian and hundreds of lo­ 
cal women’s clubs and societies are 
also assisting the movement. 
So far the plan affects 
only Aus­ 
tria, but it is expected that Hungari­ 
an women will soon joint the move­ 
ment. The Austrian ministry of war 
is merely co-operating with the wo­ 
men, and 
ultimately 
the 
directing 
and managing of the undertaking will 
be given entirely into the hands of 
the women. The “soldiers behind the

front” will have a “general staff” of ^ ^ 
their oWn.

Budapest, Hungary, Jan. 31.—Naval 
Lieutenant Wenninger, commander of 
the German submarine U-17, which 
torpedoed the French steam er Crave- 
line, gives the following description 
of how his submarine was caught in 
the net of an English boat off the east 
coast of England and how under the 
most difficult circum stances he sue-1 
reeded in saving the boat and crew 
from capture. 
He said that they left their base 
early in the morning and passed into 
the North Sea, the boat being under 
w ater with the periscope awash. “I 
looked through the 
periscope/* 
he 
continued, “and could see a red buoy 
behind my boat. 
When ten minutes 
later I looked I saw” the buoy again, 
still at the same distance behind us. 
I descended deep into the water, but 
still saw the buoy floating on the sur­ 
face 
above us. 
“At last I discovered that we had 
caught the chain of the buoy and that 
we were dragging it along with us. 
At this time I also saw through the 
periscope that a strange small steam­ 
er was steering a course directly be­ 
hind us and the buoy. 
At the same 
tim e my sounding apparatus indicat­ 
ed that a screw steam er was in the 
vicinity. 
Observation revealed that 
five enemy torpedo boats were ap­ 
proaching from the north. 
I increas­ 
ed the speed of the boat in the ex­ 
pectation of being able to attack one 
of them. 
The five torpedo-boats ar­ 
ranged themselves in a circle. I sank 
still deeper find got ready for event­ 
ualities. 
“At this juncture my boat began to 
roll In a most Incomprehensible man­ 
ner. . We began to rise and sink al­ 
ternately, the steering gear being ap­ 
parently out of order. 
Soon after­ 
wards I discovered that we had en­ 
countered a wire netting and were 
hopelessly entangled in it. 
We had, 
in fact, got into the net of one of the 
hunters surrounding us. 
“For an hour and 
a half the net­ 
ting carried us with it, and although 
I made every effort to get clear of it, 
it seemed impossible. 
There 
was 
nothing to do hut to 
increase 
the 
weight of the submarine as much as 
possible so that I might try to break 
the netting. 
Fortunately 
when 
we 
started I had pumped in from five to 
six tons of water, filling all the tanks. 
I increased the weight of the boat to 
the utmost and suddenly we felt a 
shock and were clear of the netting. 
I then descended as deeply in the 
w ater as I could, the menometer show- 
thirty meters. 
We remained under­ 
water for eighteen hours. 
“When I wanted to ascertain where 
we were I noticed that the menometer 
continued to register the same depth 
and was also out of 
order. 
I 
had 
therefore to be very • careful not to 
rise too high and thus attract the at­ 
tention of the torpedo boats. 
“Slowly the periscope rose above 
the surface and I could see the enemv 
In front of me. and towards the left 
the east coast of England. 
“I tried to turn to starboard, but 
the rudder did not work. 
In conse­ 
quence I had to sink again to the bot­ 
tom of the sea, where I remained six 
hours, at the end of which time I had 
succeeded in putting the compass in 
order and also in repairing the steer­ 
ing gear. 
But upon rising this time, 
we were detected by a torpedo boat 
which ma4$ straight for us, forcing 
me to descend again. I remained sub­ 
merged for two hours, 
then 
turned 
slowly slowly outwards and at a dis­ 
tance of some fifty meters from the 
leading enemy craft, passed towards 
the open sea. 
At 9 o’clock in the 
evening we were able to rise to the 
surface in safety.

London, Jan. 31.—Neglect of intel­ 
lectual things, satisfaction with mere 
book knowledge, inattention to facts, 
concentration 
on 
physical prowess, 
widespread ignorance of science and 
consequent contempt for investigation 
and expert knowledge are the basic 
faults of the English educational sys­ 
tem, said Sir Oliver Lodge in his ad j 
dress before the annual conference of j 
educational associations held in Lon­ 
don. 
War, he continued, had opened the j 
eyes of the nation to certain perils 
w hich during a long era of peace had 
been overlooked. W ar had now made 
apparent , the ignorance of the gov­ 
erning classes. English education led 
to a widely diffused knowledge. 
Init­ 
iative was lacking, and only the per­ 
sonal character and courage of tho 
m en—and women—of all classes had 
saved the country. 
The people, as 
well as their leaders, were now learn­ 
ing from the enemy. 
Sir 
Oliver 
condemned the educa­ 
tional ideals of modern Germany as a 
heavy pedagogical grind and a soul­ 
less preparation 
for 
business, 
in 
w'hich purely material 
objects 
had 
been elevated to the region of worship 
and sentiment. 
The old, delightful, 
sentimental Germany, with its mes­ 
sage to the soul of the human race, he 
said, had been slain. But this did not 
justify English failure to teach the 
elemental facts of science and to train 
students to make the best use of their 
brains. 
The speaker blamed the government 
for neglecting early in 
the 
w*ar 
to 
make use of the experts in trade and 
manufacture who had been eagei to 
offer their services. 
He put this fail­ 
ure to ignorance, rather than vicious­ 
ness. 
Experts w-ere not called in, be­ 
cause they were 
not 
trusted. 
Only 
gradually did the need for their ser­ 
vices loom up before those in charge 
of the em pire’s destinies. 
This kind 
of ignorance was not confined to poli­ 
ticians alone, but even to manufac­ 
turers, who had long refrained from 
calling expert advisers. 
Forcible feeding in knowledge did 
not appeal to Sir Oliver, who thought 
the primary* change should be in cul­ 
tivating the faculties of observation, 
the spirit of independent investigation 
and the habit of going direct to nature 
for facts. Better scientific instruction, 
particularly in physiology and hygiene, 
was thought necessary. Ability ought 
to be encouraged among 
the 
pupils 
and the brains of the working class 
boys utilized, as they are not suffi­ 
ciently now. 
France had added to her wealth, ac­ 
cording to the speaker, by eneour&g 
ing and honoring agricultural life, and 
England should do the same. But this j 
was only one way in which science 
could he used to 
increase 
rational 
prosperity. 
Infant mortality could be greatly re­ 
duced, Sir Oliver concluded, by teach­ 
ing girls hygiene, housekeeping and 
the care of infants.

acres is not so 
great wThen w*e remember tha the w ork 
is divided among more than a quarter 
of a million farmers. This means that 
to plant the average m an’s 26.6 acres 
only four or five bushels of tested 
seed are needed . As it takes about 
two hours to test a bushel of seed 
corn, ten hours* work by the average 
Missouri farmer would usually result 
in a difference of $40 in his income,** 
or about $1.50 an acre net gain for all 
the corn he plants.

Turkestan, and he warns the Ger­ 
ber three | nians against repeating the methods 
which Russia tried in that part of the 
re* r east. The Russians, he declar- 
p(l, had taken only a m erchant’s view' 
of the opportunities presented. 
They 
had worked the m arket for all it was 
worth without looking to the future. 
Occidental fashions were introduced 
in order to increase the demand for 
European goods, and similarly, im­ 
ports were forced by other means. 
Long credits were extended that in­ 
volved the Russian m erchant in the 
fate of the native buying firms and 
he was finally obliged to squeeze the 
later for payment, with the result that 
many of the native firms w'ere ruin­ 
ed. 
Valuable Oriental goods of ar­ 
tistic design were imitated by Euro­ 
pean factories and sent into Turkes­ 
tan to displace the home product. 
In suggesting a commercial policy 
for Germany in Turkey, Prof. Junge 
declared that Turkish business life 
should be allowed to remain Turkish 
instead of being made German. 
Ger­ 
many, he said, should indulge in no 
thought of making Turkey a part of 
the German economic system. 
He 
even favored a protective policy in 
Turkey’s behalf, 
which 
should 
act 
against imports from 
Germany 
as 
well as those from other countries. 
In making a number of recommend­ 
ations for the rejuvenation of Turkey 
economically, he said that one essen­ 
tial was a far-sighted credit system, 
with special reference to the needs 
pf fanners and other small borrowers. 
Railways and highways m ust be built 
extensively, agriculture rationally re­ 
formed by means of experiment sta­ 
tions and model farms. A topographi­ 
cal survey of all 
sections 
of 
the 
country 
available 
for 
agriculture 
must be made, he said, to serve as 
basis for a w'ide-reaehing system of 
irrigation. 
In the foreign trade the 
oriental system of long credits should 
be abolished, he declared.

West Front, Jan. 31.— (British Official 


Eye-Witness.) 
W hat will the adven­ 
turous person who attempts to walk 
along the French front trenches find 
when he reaches the Swiss frontier, 
the extreme point of the French right 
w’ing? 
He will find a barb wire fence no 
more formidable than 
those 
which 
enclose many English meadow's. After 
the vast and complicated 
fields 
of 
barb wire which protect the trenches, 
this fence seems absurdly inadequate 
and artificial to be the counterpart of 
the North sea which terminates the 
lines at the extreme other end. 
There are a few pieces of red and 
white canvas tied to the wire to show 
that at this point the neutral territory 
of Switzerland begins, and a single 
Swiss 
sentry 
stands 
with 
bayonet 
fixed behind a movable barrier gar­ 
nished with barb wire that 
is 
set 
across the country road. 
This placid 
war-like scene seems 
an 
impossibly 
tame conclusion for 500 miles of com­ 
plicated earthworks and fortifications 
One drives to tile 
Swiss 
frontier 
through the “Trousee de Belfort,’’ the 
broad gap between the Vosges and the 
Swiss Jura, which offers so inviting a 
passage 
into 
France to the invader 
from the east. 
One 
passes 
it 
full 
speed along roads protected from Ger­ 
man eyes by tall screens of brush 
wood . The roads are winding and the 
Germans have many 
lookout 
posts, 
consequently the screens 
are 
some­ 
times on the left, sometimes on the 
right, and sometimes on both sides, 
and one begins to feel that the Ger­ 
mans are everywhere. 
By a sentry box there stands a man 
w hom the French call “the man of the 
extreme right,” the sentry who guards 
the furthest point of the French right 
wing. 
He is a dounaier, a customs 
house officer. 
So long as he stands 
there on duty with fixed bayonet he is 
in perfect safety, but as soon as he 
is relieved and goes away to rest in 
the neighboring village he enters the 
danger zone and may at any time get 
into the neighborhood of a German 
shell. 
» 
The trenches are hidden away in a 
wood 500 yards away, and one might 
think that the place was quite with­ 
out defense, but nothing has been left 
to chance, and the French are ready 
for any eventuality. 
The Swiss sen 
try salutes politely as the traveler ap 
proaches the boundary, and a Swiss 
sergeant comes out from the neighbor 
ing guard house to examine the pa 
pers. 
After a little conversation across the 
fence that divides Switzerland from 
France, the sergeant proceeds to the 
formality which he calls “opening the 
frontier.” Half the barrier across the 
road is moved aside and replaced by 
a large w'ooden table. 
From the French side there appear 
a number of peasant 
women 
with 
large baskets; their papers are ex 
ambled by the “man of the extreme 
right” and they are allowed to pass up 
to the counter. Then buying and seH 
ing begins across the frontier counter 
The Swiss government 
allow's 
the 
peasants in the French frontier vil 
luges to buy provisions and the like 
from 
the 
Swiss 
shopkeepers, who 
bring their wares ta the frontier, pro 
vided that certain articles do hot go 
out of the country.

The very best way of handling ma­ 
nure is to baul it out day by day, or 
week by week, as it is made, if this 
can be done. 
Many farm ers think 
that m anure applied in this way will 
lose its value before the next crop is 
grown on the land but experiments 
show th at there is very little loss in 
this case unless the land is very 
rolling. 
The next method of handling ma­ 
nure is to feed under an open shed 
where the manure is kept tramped 
down compactly through the feeding 
leason and then hauled during the 
summ er at a leisure time. 
Manure 
kept compactly in this way under cov­ 
er loses very little. 
Of course, the 
practice of feeding the animals di­ 
rectly on the fields is a good one, but 
the difficulty is in getting the m anure 
scattered over the whole field. 
Farm ers should understand more 
thoroughly the advantages to be de 
rived from the use of a manure 
spreader and every farm of IOO acres 
or over where cattle are fed around 
the buildings should not be without 
this implement.

European 
W ar 
Has 
Proved 
a 
Big 
Factor 
in 
Increased 
Tra^Je-^ 
Strong Hold Gained^on 
Various Articles. 


Amsterdam, Netherlands, Jan. 31.— 


Japanese commercial expansion in the 


Dutch East Indian archipelago is a 


subject on which many colonial Hol­ 
landers hold strong views. They fear 
a pacific penetration by Japan of the 
rich “emerald girdle,” the great island 
group situated just to the south of the 
Philippines. 
Imports from Japan into 
the Dutch East Indian colonies in the 
last five years have more than dou­ 
bled, and now amount to close upon 
$3,000,000 annually. 
The Japaense have already secured 
such a hold on many branches of man­ 
ufactured goods on the Java m arket 
that a spontaneous boycotting move­ 
ment arose some time 
ago 
against 
them. 
Much was expected from this 
at the time, but colonial papers wrhich 
have just arrived in Holland say that 
it will be almost impossible to drive 
Japan-made goods from the Java m ar - 1 
ket, owing to their cheapness, the re­ 
sult of low-priced native labor in Ja­ 
pan. 
These cheap prices have creat­ 
ed a steady, regular demand in the 
Dutch East Indies for Japanese goods. 
The war in Europe has benefited 
Japanese trade considerably. 
Japan­ 
ese matches, for instance, are import­ 
ed in large quantities now that the 
price of European matches has risen 
and delivery is uncertain. 
Fears are 
expressed that the Japanese exporters 
will find other w’ays to enforce free­ 
dom of intercourse with the best cus­ 
tomers, the native population of Java, 
while the poorer classes 
of 
whites 
also 
perforce 
patronize 
Japanese 
traders ,as they cannot afford to pay 
higher prices for European goods, even 
though the latter may be of better 
quality. 
Some 
trades 
in the Dutch 
East Indies are feeling the effects of 
the war pretty seriously and Japanese 
exporters have not been slow in seiz­ 
ing the favorable opportunities that 
have presented themselves. 
The Japanese trade used to be, and 
still is, largely in the hands of Chi­ 
nese middlemen; but of 
late 
many 
purely Japanese stores have sprung 
up in Java and elsewhere. 
According 
to the latest advices, many big Euro­ 
pean importing houses are endeavor­ 
ing, owing to the unsettled conditions 
in Europe, to make their positions se­ 
cure by opening up direct trade con­ 
nections 
with 
Japanese 
exporting 
firms.
